ty where the principal place of business is, which registration 
shall consist of filing with the clerk aforesaid an affidavit signed 
by all interested persons, stating under oath the names of all 
` these interested in the business enterprise, the extent of the inte- 
rest of each, and the fictitious name under which said business is 
carried on. Said registration may not be made until the person or 
persons desiring to engage in business under a fictitious name 
shall have advertised his or their intention to

Evacuation Plans 
Perfected Should 
Hurricane Strike 


As a result fo new experience 
gained from Hurricane Audrey, a 
new and improved system , for 
warning and evacuation has been 
worked out for Palm Beach Coun- 
ty. A.committee composed of per- 
sonos from the Weather Bureau, 
,Ciivl Defense, Red Cross and the 
Sheriff's office evill co-ordinate in- 
formation which will be ‘given to 
all the people through newspapers, 
radio and television. Mr. Jack Hud- 
nall of the WPB Weather Bureau, 
Col. Ellis Altman, ‘Director Civil 
Defense, Mr. Rober M. Shirk, Dis- 
aster Chairman of the Palm Beach 
County Red Cross and Sheriff John 
Kirk will be the persons respon- 
sible in their respective organiza- 
tions to have this committee func- 
tion. 

The Weather Bureau will keep 
the people informed of the ap- 
| proaching hurricanes and issue all 
official warnings and designate 
hazardous areas. Civil Defense and 
Red Cross will urge persons to vol- 
untarily evacuate threatened 
ereas. If forced evacuation is 
necessary for the protection of 
life, it will be the responsibility of 
the Sheriff's office in co-operation 
with the local law enforcement of- 
ficers to carry out this part of the 
plan. 

The Red Cross through the co- 
operation of the newspapers, radio 
and television will keep the public 
informed as to shelter openings, 
what to do before, during and after 
the storm. 

In the Glades area of Palm 
Beach County, a Glades Exacua- 
tion Committee has been establish- 
ed with Luther Jones as Chairman. 
They will receive direct from the 
Miami- hurricane headquarters all 
official weather bureau warnings 
and this committee will have- the 
responsibility of putting evacua- 
tion from the Glades area into ef- 
fect. Any enforced evacuation is 
the responsibility of the Sheriff's 
office. 


It has been agreed that the Red 
Cross office for Palm Beach Coun- 
ty located in West Palm Beach, 
telephone TE2-4283 will be ‘the 
central office for giving out in- 
structional information and the of- 
ficial warnings will come direct 
from the Weather Bureau.
